Port Towxsexd, Sept. 24.— The tug 
Pioneer, whicli left Pugot Sound on Sep- 
tember 12 witii the bark Shirley in tow, 
for Skagway, returned at 1 o'clock this 
morning, having made tlie run clown in 
ninety-aix hoara. The Pioneer brings a 
report of a landellde which ocearred near 
Sheep Camp, on the Chilcoot Pass, last 
Snnday moriiiug, in wfiieh elKhteen men 
are said to have lost their Uvea. Only 
one body is said to have been recovered, 
that of a man named ChoynBki, a cousin 
of Joe Choynskl, the prize fighter. The 
men euppoacd to liave been loat were 
packers on the Dyen trail. 

The officers of the Pioneer say that 
the story was brought to Skagway on 
.Sunday evening by three men who told 
il in such a way as to leave no doubt aa 
to its truthfulness. They described the 
avalanche as conBiBting of rooks, ice and 
dirt: which had been loosened by the 
hard rain which has been falling con- 
tinuously for the paat month. All the 
bridges on the Skagway river liave been 
washed out and the river is a rflfjing 
torrent. S. AV. W. Sprague, of Tacoma, 
who started eiijlit weeks ago with a tliree 
years' outfit, returned from Skagway on 
a aehooner. 

The steamer .Vl-Ki, a week overdue 
from .\hiska, ariiveil this inorninir at 4 
o'clock. Stie carried a largo list ot men 
returning from Skagway wlio were un- 
able to cross the pass.

CANADIAN DEFENCE. 

The Scheme to Be Actively Proceeded with 
Next Year. 

BuiMrNGiiASf, Eng., Sept. 24. — The 
Birmingham Post, the organ of Mr 
Chamberlain, says that the government 
of Canada will, early in 180S, make large 
purchases of heavy Seld batteries and a 
number ol defence guns, the latter being 
part of ft new scheme for the defence ol 
Montreal and the river below the city. 
Special inatructions to this effect, the 
Post adds, were issued immediately after 
the return to Canada of Sir Wilfrid Lau- 
rier. 

OiTAWA, Sept. 24.— In regard to the 
statement made in the AsHociated Press 
dispatches to-day from the Birmimrhara 
Post that the government has a new 
scheme of defence, it mav be said that 
of the original vote of ,$3,000,000 made 
by the late government a portion has 
not yet been e.xpended. Tho armament 
whicti has been ordered under that vote 
haa not yet been supplied. There were, 
for instance, some gun a ordered and they 
are not yet to hand. Some of these guns 
were intended for Montreal, There is 
not any new expenditure. There will be 
no additional vote, but simply a fullil- 
ment of the old order.

Hope Tliat Some Collector Will Yet 
Be Bold EiiOHKh to Impose 
the Extra Duty. 



New York, Sept. 'il. — A. Washington 
deapntcli to tlie Sun to-tiay euys: There 
is a gro^Yinf,' beliet ainony; iutoieatied 
people iu Washington that the opinion 
of Attorne^r- General MeKenna will not 
end the legal aepect of the diBcriminat- 
ing duty provision of the new tariff law. 
A report of one of the American rail ways 
which was to be benefited if the attorney 
(teaeral had decided the other way has 
eaid that tLe provision would be inter- 
preted in the federal courts before Ion;;. 
Some collector of cuBtoms aloiii; the 
Canadian border would aaseea tlio dia- 
crituiuating duty and tliua compel an 
Appeal to the board of general appraieera 
and thence to the courla if neceasiiry. 

At the treaaury department to-day it 
TVBB eaid that the only way the i)rovi- 
ision codld be tested in the courts would 
■be by the action of a collector oi cua- 
toma in aaseaaing the discriminating 
•duty. Bat the treasury officers think 
that 'no collector would have nerve 
-enough to oppose tlie views of the hit^hest 
legal officer of the govornuient. " VVould 
he lose hia place," was asked of assiatant 
'Secretary Howell, who has charge of cua- 
toma matters. " Ibat would be for the 
'President to determine," answered the 
aaaiatant secretary. It ia pretty evident 
'from wbali waa said by other ofBcials 
that a collector would stand a good 
■chance of having hia ollicial reia- 
tiona with tlie governmL'nt abruptly 
■severed by acting contrary to the viewa 
of Mr. MclCeniia. I'reBiiming, liowever, 
that such a man comee to the front, tlie 
'treasury ^v"oahl iiave no power to annul 
hia ruling. The board of general ap- 
praiaera would have jurisdiction and the 
■ circuit court of appeals final jurisdiction. 

In a (lay or two the treasury depart- 
inent will issue a circular containing the 
text of the Attorney-General 'a opinion. 
Copie3 of the circular will l^e aeut to all 
customs otlicers with directions to liqui- 
date all entries of merchandise which 
have been hold up pending the an- 
nouncement of the Attorney-General's 
views. No direct order to follow the 
rule laid down in the opinion will be 
given. Officials of the government are 
pretty well convinced that a mis- 
take was made in asking the Attor- 
ney-General to give an opinion on 
the application of the discriminating 
duty clause. The proper method of se- 
curing a satisfactory diaposilion of the 
question would have been the one usual- 
ly pursued of allowing a collector to as- 
aeea the discriininaling duty and thus 
give the courts the opportunity of ren- 
dering a (leciaion interpreting the law. 
Mr. jNIci-Ccnna'a opinion was aimply of 
an advisory character and had no bind- 
ing efl'ect, excepting iu so far as the 
treaaury is required out of courtesy 
to another executive department to 
abide by the views which it requested 
the attorney-general to give. 

POWERFUL ONION BROKEN. 

The Eagintertng Strike About to Terminate 
in a Victory for the Employers. 

London', Sept. 2-1.— The great strike of 
the men employed iu the engineering 
trades ia nearing its end, The Amalga- 
mated Society of Engineers, the oldest 
and hitherto most powerful trade union 
in the country, is absolutely broken, 
and the Btrikera are anxious to retnrn 
to work on the terma prevailinn before 
the strike began.

Ritchie, president of the Board 
of Trade, to obtain any con- 
cession from the eniployers that will 
enable the engineers to say that they 
liave elll'cteil a cotnprotuiee, hut tlio em- 
ployers' federation have decided to free 
theniaelves absolutely and forever from 
the interference of tlio uuion managers. 
The shipping federation and the South 
].,ondon tins Co., both of which are noted 
union BiiiiiBliera, have been adviaing the 
enipluyfrs' federation during t lie strike. 
'3t has now- been learned that the colliery 
owners' aasociiition and certain railway 
companiea have oU'ered large assistance 
to the employers' confederation, which 
however ia not required. 



Several Toronto ClUwiffii Thus Killed or Sev- 
erely liijured. 

Toronto, Sept. 24.— A Are that proved 
to have very lamentable circumatancea 
started at 6 -.SO this evening in the Bijou 
theatre on Yonge street. Th-e damage to 
the theatre ia about $10,009. While the 
crowd waa standing on the atreet shortly 
after the alarm watching the fire, the 
horses attached to the engine became 
frightened and daahed into the crowd, 
knocking over and trampling down 
scores of people. Driver Whitesides and 
fireman Atkinson rushed to the horses' 
heads, but the animals plunged anil 
reared wildly. Both thaae men and 
many others were injured. There was a 
wild panic for a time. 

The following were taken to the hos- 
pital: Dead — Bertie Haaketts, aged 9, 
both legs fractured ; ho was the only 
child of a widow. Charles Hodges, aged 
11 ; will likely die. Harry Atkinson, 
fireman of engine, internal injuries, may 
die. Fred. Beile, Eogliah boy recently 
out, aged 17, badly injured but will re- 
cover. Win. Humphries, aged 35, in- 
ternal injurv and bruises, serious.

Miller, 
badlv bruiaed.

Tenants Represented as Versing on Ruin 
liecause of Crop Fiiiliire. 

L;-;i5i)x. .Se[)t. 2-1. — Mr. John Dillon, 
M.J'., and other Irish uieiiibers of the 
House of Commons, have sent a mem- 
orial to Mr. Arthur J. Balfour, request- 
ing that parliament be eunimoned to 
meet i iiiinediately for the jiurpoac ol 
voting fuiuls for the relief of teiiunta in 
Ireland, who, the niemorialista allege, 
are threatened with famine and ruin 
owintj; to the failure of the potato crop, 
weather spoiled grain, and general ugri- 
cultiiial (lepreasion. The nieinori.d aa- 
Berta that the great majority of the ten- 
ants in Ireland will be rained if they are 
compelled to pay full rents daring the 
coming winter, and that this will lead to 
agitation and disturbance. 



THAT SILVER LETTER. 

Rumor Tliat It Was Inspired by a Promise 
From the British Government. 

Lo.vDON, Sept. 21.— The Standard re- 
cords the unpleasant rumor that Mr. 
Hugh Smith, governor of the Bank of 
England, was induced to write or sign hia 
recent letter to Sir Michael 11 icks-Beach, 
chancellor of the exchequer, relative 
to the holding of ono-iiftli of the hank's 
note reserve in silver, by a pioiniBO that 
the government would guarantee the 
bank against loas on the silver bullion 
boaght or sold.

MR. TARTE AMCSED. 

He Is Induced to Say So by Some Criti- 
cisms ill tlie Cliief Liberal 
Organ. 

Mo.NTiiEAL, Sept. 2-!, — The Star pub- 
lishes a letter addressed by Mr. Tarto to 
the Toronto Globe in which he takes ex- 
ception to the Globe'a criticism of hia 
proposal for connecting Parry Sound 
with the Intercolonial railway. The 
Globe had said Mr. Tarte waa a sanguine 
man, perhaps inclined to enter into pro- 
jects larger than the ministry or parlia- 
ment would assent to, but these were 
not crimes and formed no reason why 
he ahould be treated aa an enemy of hia 
country. Mr. Tarte points out that he 
has been advocating the connection of 
the Tarry Sound and Intercolonial only 
through railways now being conducted, 
and hia scheme does not involve one 
dollar of expenditure. 

After explaining bow tliis connection 
may be matle, Mr. Tarte adds : For 
twenty years the Tory preea made a dead 
aet on Sir Ilichard Cartwright. It seams 
to bo my turn now, as an old newspaper 
man, to frankly siiy I take some amuae- 
inent in the game which is being played, 
and heartily laugh when I see tliat even 
the prime minieter of the province of 
Ontario has been led to state that he hae 
not made an alliance with me to conduct 
hia elections. When I read such things 
I am tempted to congratulate the Tory 
press upon the success of their campaign 
against men from whom they think they 
have something to fear. 

THE WORLD WILL AVONDEIl 

At ttie Mineral Exports from British CoUiin- 
bia Before the Century's Close. 

ToKONTo, Sept. 2-1. — The Globe in an 
article on the mining development of 
the West points out that the product of 
Britiah Colnmbia for 1897 promises to 
be double that for 1896, in spite of the 
withholdine in shipments in Boasland 
catnp until the Crow's Nest Pass rail svay 
ia built. If the present rate of develop- 
ment ia kept up the output wdll be 
douliled yearly. Our mineral exports 
will be the amazement of the world, even 
by the erul of this century. Of Ontario, 
the Globe says it iiroiiiiaea to be a tiut 
rival of British Coluinhia as a gold pro- 
ducer, and tliough later in etarting, may 
be soon abreast.

— A cablegram 
received from United Statea Minister 
Stewart at Montevideo announces the 
proclamation of the President there.

Andoveu, Mass., Sept. 24. — A cross of 
Scotch granite, 12 feet high, has been 
erected over the grave of the late Harriet 
Beecher Stowe. It ia copied after one in 
the poasession of the Duke of Argyle, 
whicti Mra.

OPERATIONS OJT 'OffAKGE. 

A General' Decline ini'Stock ' Quotations- 
Coalers LookinE Up-^Firmness in 
Money Market. 

New York, Sept. 21.— The reactionary 
spirit resumed full sway to-day in the stock 
market aCter a brief period of higher ])rices 
duriiib' tho nioriiiug due to sympathy witli 
Sugar, which advanced at one time two 
points over last night's close. Sugar 
strength was due to tho belief that the 
treasury ilepartnient wouUl decide that 
Hollaiu"! waa in elloct paying an export 
bounty on sugar, and that the counteract- 
ing duty would tlu'n;l'ore apply to Dutch 
relined sugars. The rise in Sugar and some 
stieiigtli iiiauifesteil in Manliuttan served 
raise the general level of prices 
to a fractional extent, but proved inad- 
eciuate to sustain lliein, and the fall for tlio 
reiuainderof tlie day was ])riictically cou- 
tiiuious, though more rai)id at siMnetimes 
than others. There was iioLlun;; in tlie 
news of the <lay to^aocouiit lor IIil' decline, 
all the reports of railroad earnings coiiunii- 
ing to show lar-e increases, and advices ol 
tlie growth of Imsiiiess activity being uni- 
foruily encouraging I'roni all points. The 
outside puiilic, however, had apparently 
ceased to buv, and the large bull operators 
were no long'er willing to accept the heavy 
olTerittgs of stocks nuide to tliein. I'rolit 
taking waa the order of the day. The mar- 
ket was dull compared with the recent tone 
but the decUiie was iievertlieless uncheck- 
ed. The liear interest was well delinetl ami 
was constantly in activity during the day. 
The situation of the money market ccn- 
tinucd to attract intcrrsl. The leatur.'S 
were the lirnui.'ss of call money on the 
basis of .'i per cent, and con.siderable activ- 
ilyiiitlie nionev market. The stocks of 
<^oal roiuls, which have laded to share in tne 
late iinprovenieiit owing to tho miiierij' 
strike, showed some activity to-day. All 
wore comparatively steady. 'I'be net loos- 
es run all the way from a fraction to 7 
points, the latter in Consolidated (ins, lint 
111 the large majority of active shares it is 
between 1 and 'J points. 

The I'A-ening I'osl's financial cable Ironi 
bondon says: "The stock markets wi^re 
irregular aiid rather dull to-day. The ri.-e 
in prices in New York induced sales here 
and the market practically closed without 
recovery. The Tear at the moment is that 
the Kow York nccount is becoming too 
heavv, and inasinueh as the feeling here is 
still "limited, professional operators are 
drcauiiig lest New York may leave them in 
the lurch. Grand Trunks were weak. 
Mines were bettor on Paris buying. The 
I'aris bourse was lirm. The Berlin market 
was steady."

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FEDERAL ISSUES IN 

LOVAL POLITICS 

We do not believe that any consider 
able number of Liberals will follow the 
Times in its new vagary. We have no* 
taken tbe trouble to refer to the lih!s of 
our contemporary, but our recollection 
19 that only a few iiiontha ago it was 
very much opposed to running local 
poHlica on federal lines. It may pro- 
fess that it does not mean to do so now 
that all it wants is for the Conservative 
opposition lamh to lie down with the 
J.iberal oppoaition lion; but it inuet 
know perfectly well that in such 
event it would be the old story over 
again — the lamb would be inside the 
lion. Indeed the Times practically de 
mands that the Liberals of British Col 
umbia shall take the management of the 
next local campaign, defining the issues 
and deciding on the whole plan of action. 
Mr, Senilin and the old-time opposition 
ieta are to bo invited to lend their aid, of 
course, but the contest is to be gener- 
alled by Liberals, on a plan of campaign 
laid down by Liberals, and naturally 
enough the spoils of victory will belong 
to the Liberals. We acquit tlie Liberal 
piny of British Columbia of any such 
desii^us, and do not believe that the 
Times spealta for any more than 
small and uninflaential clique in ad- 
vancing the views above referred to 
We know of prominent Victoria Liberals 
who will have nothing to do with such 
an arrangement, and the same is true of 
many Mainland Liberals. The scheme 
will probably " die a bornin'." 

The people who aro masquerading un 
der the euiee oi Liberals in this move- 
ment are Liberals only in the sense that 
they have not been affiliated with the Con 
eervative party. They are reactionaries 
and obstructionists when they are not 
radical to the verge of socialism. Mo 
of them belonp to the former class, Tiie 
latter are numerically fesv. The combi 
nation is a political hotch-potch for 
which no name has yet been invented. 
They have no standing and never had 
any in provincial afTairs. They are con 
spicuous principally because of the 
frequency with whicli their aspirations 
■ive been sat upon by the voters, 
ieference lias been made in tlie press 
porting the new notion to what has 
in place in other provinces. Let us 
in in the extreme East with Nova 
itia. ICveryone, who is familiar with 
! history of that province, knows per- 
ctly well that the division of local poll 
icB there on federal lines is the outcome 
of the old Howe-Tupper controversy over 
confederation. In New Brunswick par- 
ties went to pieces at the time of the 
union and have never reformed them 
selves in the provincial legislature on 
Dominion lines. Thus Premiers King 
and Eraser, both Conservatives, bad no 
stronger supporter than the Liberal St, 
,fohn Telegraph, the opposition leader 
for aomo time being John S. Covert, a 
Gonaer^ative. When Mr. Blair came in- 
to power lie included Conservatives in 
his cabinet. In Quebec wo have simply 
preserved the old-time controversy be- 
tween Rouge and Bleu. In Ontario the 
local contest is ein)j)ly a continuation of 
tbe pre-confedoration struggle of the 
Tories and Griti. Speaking sabject to 
correction, we should say that tbe 
party division in Prince Edward's 
Island is simply a survival of the old 
conditions existing before the union, 
and that in Manitoba it was the natural 
result of the formation of a now pro- 
vince. In British Columbia the conili- 
tions are more neiirly like those existing 
in New Brunswick than those in any of 
tl?a.other provinces. TL>.(^uestion of 



There have never indeed at any time 
been in this province such hard ead fast 
lines between parties in the federal 
arena as exist in Nova Scotia, Quebec 

and Ontario. The province is greatly 
like Now Brunswick in this respect also. 
There is nothing in the argument from 
history and analogy that favors the pro- 
posal to introduce federal party lines 
into tbe local arena. 

Our position— and we believe it will 
commend itself to a great majority of 
both Conservatives and Liberals — ia that 
what this province requires ia a distinc- 
tively Britisli Columbian policy. The 
problem of the future is how best to de- 
velop the great resources of our pro- 
vince, how to attract people and capital, 
how to secure to those now living here 
the best results for their toil and sacri- 
fices. An honest critic will concede that 
lion. Mr. Turner and his colleagues have 
made an excellent start in this direction. 
There is undoubtedly room to do much 
more; but the field is 00 great, there is 
so much to be learned about it, there 
are so many things to be considered, 
that time ia necessary to formulate plans 
that can l)e succesBfully carried out. 
The work of the provincial government 
for the next twenty years will be two- 
fold — to devise large plans for the pro- 
motion of provincial development, and 
to care for the details of administrating 
the law for an expanding but scattered 
population. To pretend that this work 
can be facilitated by the introduction of 
federal isauea into our local politics is to 
confess a want of appreciation of the 
nature of the problems to be dealt with. 
We are sure the proposal will not be 
adopted by tlie people.

COLD WATER FOR JINGOISTS. 

George T. Angell, of Boston, Mass., 

has a plethoric pocket book and a level 
head. IJe issues a little publication 
called " Our Dmnb Aninutla," which is 
devoted to the prevention of cruelty. 
He has lately fallen afoul of American 
jingoi.'jm and delivered himself to the fol- 
lowing effect: 

The so-called Monroe doctrine ia a 
humbug. 

Great Britain has a right to acquire 
peaceably whatever territory she wiahea 
in .\merica. 

That as all the great [jowera of Europe 
have larger armies and navies than tl 
United States, which has two enormous 
sea coasts to defend, "unless we want to 
lose the gold mines of Alaska and pay 
perhaps a thousand millions of dollars 
for ranaom of our large cities, we had 
better attend diligently to our own bust 
neas and treat all other nations with re- 
spect." 

That the talk about invading Canada 
is as Billy as it would be to propose tlie 
erection of a Chineae wall along the in 
ternational boundary, or to empty the 
Great Lakes into the Atlantic ocean. 

That a lot of old politicians want to 
get up a war in which young men would 
have to do all the fighting. 

That "war is hell," and poUticiaua 
who try to incite it should be put in 
lunatic asylums or set at hard labor in 
state ])riaon8. 

That there ia plenty of room for em 
ployment of all the unemployed on pub- 
lic works aud internal improvements 

The jingoes will not relish this sort of 
talk, but there is a barrel of good sense 
in it. Tlie United States has as little to 
gain and as much to lose by war as any 
country in the world. Sensible, patriotic 
Americana understand this perlectly 
well. The jingoes shut their eyes to 
things that everyone else sees. They 
talk of war with Great Britain as if it 
would be a sort of a picnic, forgetting 
that in 48 hours after it was declared the 
blunder of the Northwest boundary 
would be corrected, and the mouth 
of the Columbia would be the 
southern limit of British posseS' 
aions on the Paciiic, and that the 
bankers in the Atlantic Coast cities 
would.be getting together their specie to 
purcliase the safety of their cities. But 
there ia no iicceasary in writing in this 
strain. If an .American jingo wants to 
kno.v just how silly a creature he ia let 
him send to Washington, D. C, for a 
copy of the report of tbe Senate com- 
mittee on coast defence made ia 180(3. 
He will learn there of guns without car- 
riages or ammunition or machinery to 
make them; of empty araenals ; of an 
absolute lack of means or a plan of 
mobilizing an army; of an entire ab- 
sence of couuniesariat arrangements; of 
an insnllicient fleet manned ciiiefly by 
foreigners ; of an entire absence of laud 
batteries; of an almost total lack of 
means to repair damaged vessels. Ad- 
miral Walker said that in the event ol 
war. Great Britain would have all the 
coast of the United States at her mercy 
without weakening her squadrons at 
other stations. General Miles was asked 
if a million men would not spring to 
arms at the first call, and he replied that 
they probably would, but, he added, in 
ellect: Wo have no rifles to arm them 
with, no aimiiunilion for the rifles if we 
had them, and only the moat inade<iuato 
means of manufacturing tliem." 

Nevertheless, tilings are drifting in 
such a direction that war may. be pre- 
cipitated with Spain. It it is, while 
there can be no manner of doubt as to 
the result if the two nation.s fought it 
out ainglo-haudod, Spain could, at tho 
outset, inflict an enormous amount of 
damage upon lier opponent. The actual 
invasion of the United States by a 
Spanish army would be among the posai- 



THE SHEEP INLOSTRY. 

We have had tbe pleasure of receiving 
a letter from Mr. Thomas A. Wood, sec- 
retary-treasurerof the Vancouver Island 

Flockmasterfi' Aesociation, in which he 
ospresaes his ealiafaction with the posi- 
tion taken in a recent isetio of the Coi.o- 
Ni.sT in regard to the sheep industry. 
He eays : "It coincides in the suggos- 
tions made therein remarkably with the 
very- means already adopted by the 
riockmaatera' Association for the en- 
couragement and improvement of tbe 
sheep breeding industry." We are glad 
to hear this, and may add that the views 
expressed by tbe Colonist were the re- 
sult of observations and experience in 
connection with the improvement of 
farm stock. In the report of the above 
association for 1895 tbe following ap- 
pears: 

Another subject that requires tliocloes 
attention of our neaociation ia the im- 
provement of our present llocks, which 
(as they at iiresent stand) are not of the 
Btandnrd or quality of flesh to he able to 
iijjete successfulU' with tlie imported 
article; but wlieii our cuatomer.i have 
had their palates tickled with prime 
Southdown or other high jjrade mutton 
such aa this Island is eminently fitted to 
produce, a big step has been taken to 
counteract tbe danger from the foreign 
article. 

There ia a great deal of practical wis- 
dom in this p.aragraph. If our farmura 
will make an effort to raise higii grade 
mutton, they need fear no computitore. 
Foreign competition ia only ell'ectual 
when it meets inferior grades. The re- 
port goes on to speak of tbe importation 
of Southdrown and Shropshire Down 
rams, and a note, added by Mr. Hood, 
aays that O.'cford Down nimg have been 
added. It a'so notes that money has 
been set ai)art for the purcliase of jiodi- 
greed ewes. 

We hope the government can see its 
wiy clear to assisting the effort that is 
being made by the fanners. From what 
we know of auch matters, we feel satia- 
Oe>l thiit a carload of good pedigiced 
raniaand ewes, ollered for sale at public 
auction would sell for enough to pay all 
the expenses attending the importation, 
but as we remarked the other day, if 
tliere was a margin of loss the province 
could very well afTord it foe the good that 
would result from such an addition to 
the flocka oi the farmers.

and thence up the YuKon river to Daw- 
aon City, we are to a certain extent 
raised out of our despondency, as we are 
again on our way North. Twenty of our 
■original party are now on the steamer 
Princess Louise. She is a very nice 
vesael and our accommodationa are 
superior. The cabins are very nice, the 
dining ealoon is larire and the table ser- 
vice good. The trip from Victoria to 
Wrangel was most pleasant, with fine 
weather nearly all the way. I have en- 
closed the bill of faro for tbe last dinner 
we had on board. E. M. Duchesnay, C. 
P. civil engineer, is on board. lie will 
proceed up the Stickeen to Telegraph 
oreek and survey toTealin lake. He has 
an Indian canoe and a crew of five In- 
dians. Ho expects to make the 150 
Mile in ab)ul five days.

Naturally, he 
tried to meet the demand, and in reply 
to hia cablegranie, the tele;^rapli inform- 
ed him that the miner he had cnmmnni- 
cnted with would coiiaeiU to eell a claim, 
provided next year's clean-up should 
belong to the original owner, and a con- 
sideration of ^1, 000,000 be immediately 
forthcoming, liven this gigantic pro- 
position did uot stagger tiie would-be 
purchasers, and they at once cabled back 
an alternative offer practically of :f750,-

The road ia good, but 
decidedly hilly in places, but Mr. Laird 
wheeled the 800 milea to Barkerville in 
live days' hard work and wheeled back 
again on the down grade " in five days 
easy," aa he expreHdtd it. He liad ad- 
ventures by the way, saw some oi the 
mines, panned out a little gold for curi- 
osity sake and goes back Kaet with a 
great idea of the West. He 
travelled decidedly light, like a 
wiae man, hut his retl sweater 
neaiiy brought him into serious 
disaster. He was riding along quietly 
when a small bunch of cattle driven by 
an Indiiia came towards hiin. Mr. i^aird 
had almost got by when a black poll 
Angud bull sighted the red shirt, and 
after rearing on his hind legs and paw- 
ing round for a minute, made a bee-line 
for the danger aignal. The wheelman, 
however, saw his danger and pedalled 
like a little man for safety, the bull a 
good second, the Indian whooi)iiig m 
ljureuit, while the rest of the bunidi 
stampeded. However, the scorcher won, 
and after the bull luul been rounded up 
again eat down by the wayside and 
caught his breath. A cinnamon bear 
coming up to claim a berry patch 
the wheelman had struck alao waa 
a pleasant little divereion on the trip, 
but Mr. Laird is now in Victoria, reil 
shirt and all, safe and sound.

Through the return of the O.P.N, 
steamer FrinceBS Loaiso from the North 
on ThurBday night tlie first nowa of 
what appears to have been a desperate 
murder, cominitted somewliere on the 
upper Skeena, has been received. The 
Louise on her downward trip from 
Wrangel called at iDverneas to take on 
salmon cargo, and it was here that her 
oflicerB were told the story of the 
tragedy. Inverness lies only seven miles 
from Port lCeaiiit;ton, iiud between the 
two places couiinuuication is continually 
maintained by boats passing to and fro; 
the Indians particularly, save in the 
busy fishing season ot July and August, 
being untirinn in their wanderings back 
and forth. Some Indians had heard of 
the murder, and, by their report, a pros- 
pector, who started oat from one of the 
Coast cities with a companion to search 
for «old alone the upper waters of the 
Skeena, will be coming down to Vic- 
toria on the steamer Tees before many 
days to etaiul trial for the lieartless mur- 
iler of liis lollow travullor. It eeems he 
ia now at Kssin^toii, and the steamer 
which is to carry him down has <^one to 
Qneen Cliarlotte ishinda. 

^Vllen the Loiiii-e was at I^aaington it 
was expected the Tees would be away live 
days, so that iier arrival here can hardly 
be looked for before Tuesday or Wednes- 
day at the earliest. 

The particulars of the murder as 
gathered from those on the Louise are 
very meagre, and not even the names of 
the victim and liia slayer could be learn- 
ed. The body of the murdered man, it 
would appear, had been found in open 
ground, bearing terrible wounds, and 
his clothing stripped of everything of 
value. He was known to have had con 
siderable money and among other things 
a valuable gold watch. This fact gave 
the police a clue, and working on it the 
dead man's former companion was 
placed under arrest, with thle result that 
part of the missing property was recov 
ored. 

Hoth prospectors were said to be young 
men.

Liberal party purposes. Tliat ia to say, 
it is not primarily called to discuss any 
other aubjects but those which range 
around Dominion politics and the beat 
means of conaolidating the party iu this 
province. ... (3) Necessarily, the 
summoning of a party convention for the 
(irat time ia of a provisional character. 
No one person can possibly arrogate to 
himself thia right. The Kamloops 
Liberal Aaeociation acted with consider- 
able care and prudence in the primaries 
and did all that seemed possible to avoid 
friction. ... . (4) Possibly a few 
members of the party may feel grieved 
or disgruntled because they were not 
coneufted or their advice acted upon. 
Usually aucli poraons are those whoae 
advice ia to do nothing but let thiaga 
drift. The drifting policy is the policy 
that haa ruined Imlli men and parties, 
and the Kamloops asaociution will have 
done imuienae good to the party if they 
liave*but (luickened and energized the 
Liberals of this iiroviuce. . . . (5) 
Shall the Liberals as a party enter upon 
provincial politics'.' The discussion of 
Lhib ijueBt'.uu titay lie lucuhied iu a future 
iesiio of the Tiuu.'a. 

To the lirst propoaltion we say, hearti- 
Ij', .\nien! So far as the second is con- 
cerned, while there will be a division of 
opinion, the feeling is prevalent that if 
the Liberals adopt the principle of intro- 
ducing partyisni then the Conservatives 
will be perfectly justified in following 
their political ojiiionents in the same 
direction. Our belief is that audi a 
courao would not be iu the best interests 
of either the country or partizansliip at 
thia juncture. A meeting of Liberala 
might bo held, but beyond agreeing up- 
on bucli a policy as the party deema it 
beat to pursue in the West in dominion 
afl'iiirs, It would not be prudent to go. 
Ab to the third proposition, while 
agreeing that someone bad to take 
the initiativi; v.-e cannot allow the im- 
pression to iio abroad that theKamloojia 
individuals who lirattigured in thia mat- 
ter were actuated by motivea calculated 
to further the cause of Liberaliam 



THE STATE OF TBADE. 

The VellQw Fever Has Checked' Remand 
From Uie South, But Pacific Coast 
Shows Activity, 

Nkw Yohk, Sept. 24. — Bradstreet's to- 
morrow will say : There is a check in 
the onward svveep of demand for ataplo 
lines BO noticeable throughout the 
country for the past six weeks. The 
vellow fever, which extends from Texas 
"to Georgia, lias brought wholesale busi- 
ness to a practical standatill throughout 
the greater [lortion of the region em- 
braced by the Gulf states. At centres of 
distribution in the Eastern, Middle and 
Central Western states, the recent activ- 
ity in dry goods, hats and hardware has 
fallen oil", but the Pacilic Coast buying 
continues to bo a feature. The demand 
for heavy tixtilo fabrics has been 
stimulated by colder weather, and 
St. Louis merchants say the yellow 
fever scare will have noelfect upon trade 
at that city. Southern merchants had 
supplied theniaeivus thcrt) baforo the 
quarantine was enlorced. Favorable 
features of the week are found in sharp 
advances iu prices for iron and steel, 
heavy sales of Bessemer, pig iron, steel 
billets and rails, and a prospect that iron 
and steel prices will go higher in the 
near future. The increase in vohimoof 
general trade is also stimulated by the 
continued heavy tiioverneiit of cereals to 
tule water, I be almost unprecedentedly 
lariic quantitii;s exported each week and 
the iiicroaseil luiin her of people finding 
employ nieiit in industrial and commer- 
cial lines as cirnpared with a ypiir ngn, 
t igether with the tendency of gold to come 
here from abroad. There are L'37 busi- 
ness failures reported throughout the 
United States thia week, compared with 
ISO last week, and .S2l iu the third week 
in Se|)teniber, USiid. 

Duu'a Keview to-morrow will say: 
(iold imports have begun direct from 
I'^ngland and from France, besides the 
arrival of $4,000,000 at San Fran- 
cisco from Australia for wheat ex- 
)>orted. The gold received there 
and started from Europe amounts to 
^H,500,000 in two ilays, and the advance 
of its I ates by the Hank of lOngliind to 
L"._. per cent, eeeins little likely to cheek 
the movement, in view of heavy iner- 
ciiaiidiuc balances; due this country and 
the r'inf. in rate of interest here since 
currency be.L'an to no out large- 
ly to uinvo the crops, wliile rapid- 
ly swelling business called [or 
increased supplies. The New York 
market has grown harder, until sterling

their own. We fear it will be found that 
a few thoughttesa and inexperienced

IX/'HEREAS it ia ileeiuod cxpctlioiit tliat 
' ' tlie regulations liereiniifler coiUaiiu'd 
•:'lxall be made: 

Therefore the Municipal Uouncil of tlio 
Corporation of the City of Victoria enacts 
as follows :— 

1. No building of any Iciiul sliali be used 
for a wttSh-house or laundry unless ani])le 
provision is made for the ilrainage of all 
slops and nuitorials used in washing, to the 
satisfaction of tlie Jledical Health Otliccr 
or Sanitary Inspector for the time being of 
the City. 

Proper washing tulis, or odicr ro-copta- 
cles for holding water and iiialoiials lor 
washing clothes, shall be provided by the 
o-wner or licensee of every public wasb-liouse 
or laundry, and every such tub or other le- 
ceptacle shall be lilted with wusle pipun at 
least two inchi's in diaini'ti-r, iiroporly con- 
nected with the public sewers or drains to 
the satisfaction of the said Health Ollicer 
or Sanitary Inspector. 

3. The ninin waste |)ii>(' sludl not be less 
than four inches in dianioter and shall, if 
inside tin! buikiing, he of extra heavy cast 
iron with litlings to correspoiul ; all branch 
waste pipes from wtisbing tubs or other re- 
ceptacles shall not be leas than two inches 
In diameter; every such main waste pi ))e 
shall liiiisli above tlic main roof of the 
buikiing as a ventilating i^ipc ami shall lie 
carried to a height abuse all surrounding 
openings and wiiulows.

Thr Yonthfiil Kaiser and Sir. Frith. 

Although Professor Kn.-ickfuss is usu- 
ally cn dited with assisting the kaiser 
in the produetiou of hia surprising pic- 
tures, the German monarch owes his 
earliest introduction to tho mysteries 
of art to an Knglisli painter.

They Differ From Our Wheelbarrows. 

The wheelbarrow afforda ono of tho 
ihicf means of travel and tranaporfc in 
China, especially in tho northern part 
of the empire and throughout the Great 
plain. Tho Ohineso form is a decided 
iniprovcnient on the types used iu west- 
ern countries, for it is so constructed 
that tho load, which sometimes is very 
great in bulk and weight, is carried 
over the wheel, and not between it and 
the man who propels it. Tho high cost 
of timber and the bad roads through- 
out the country necessitate tho \\ heel- 
barrows being both rude aud strong, 
with a.xles and wheels able to bear the 
strains which they experience. The 
wheelbarrow la generally oonstrnotod 
of oak, at a cost of about 16 ahillings. 
Its weight is 1^0 pounds; e.xtrenio 
length, (i feet (i inches (inchuUng shafts) ; 
extreme breadth, 3 feet 2 inches, and 
height, 8 feet 6 inches. The wheel is S 
feet in diameter and has an iron tire 
1)., inches wide by a quarter inch thick. 

To aid in stetidying and propeiliug 
tho vehicle tho wheelbarrow man wears 
a strap across hia shoulders, which ia 
attached to the shafts ou each side. 
Boxes, bales of goods, or whatever the 
loads may consist of, are secured to the 
wh(>elbarrow by ropea. The charge for 
carrying an average load ia about la. 
5d. per mile, but varies according to 
the load iiud tho state of tho road to bo 
traveled over. The wheelbarrow has 
seating accommodation for four people, 
two on oaeh side, and tho faro for four 
people is aijfd. per milo. 

Passenger fares aro lower ihau those 
for niercliandiso on account of theavoid- 
iinco of labor iu loading and unloading. 
A cushioned scat is provided for the 
passenger, who generally sits Avith one 
leg resting on the frout of the harrow 
and tho other hanging over tho side in 
a rope loop, which serves as a foot rest. 
Thus a native is wheeled for miles ovor 
tho rough roads of tho country, with 
severe jolting, accompanied by a pecul- 
iar squeak of the axle iu thecaso of most 
harrows. Innnedititely behind tho whocl- 
bitrrow, between tho shafts, there is a 
long, oblong shaped basket, in which 
the wheelbarrow i;jan keeps his few be- 
longings. Ou the G^reat plain wheelbar- 
rows are occasionally seen with a sail 
sot, when a fair wind proves a great help 
to the truudling of tho barrow ever a 
level way. 

Siuco tho institution of cotton mills 
at Shanghai (foreign settlements) the 
wheelbarrow hac been extensively used 
asn passenger vehicle, especially for car- 
rying workwomen to and from tho 
mills. Quo man can wheel six wninon 
for a distance of tibout three miles, 
morning aud evening, tho charge being 
Is. 5d. per month. Tho average earn- 
ings of a wheelbarrow man are about 
S}nd. per day. Abont 4,000 licensea are 
i.ssned monthly to tho samo number of 
wheelbarrows plying for hire in tho 
streets of tho foreign settlements at 
Shanghai, where, being under the mu- 
nicipal regulationa, they are perhaps 
tho best in China. The feo for i; license 
is llj^d. a month, and no wheelbarrow 
is allowed, according to the reguhitions, 
to carry more tlmn (i t;j chests of tea or 
8,',., boxes of kerosene oil or ~Oj:j boxes 
of soap (30 pouud.s each) or 10 boxes of 
soap (fia pounds each) or 2 bales of 
American piece goods. The width of 
the packages must not exceed four feet 
— that is, two feet on each side of tho 
barrow — and no wiieelbarrow is allowed 
under any eircunistauces to carry more 
than OOO iiounds of di^ad weight. 

These regulations arc, howt'ver, not 
strictly adhered to. Sometimes in the 
streets of tho foreign settlements at 
Shangliai about ,00 wheelbarrows may 
be Fci ii traveling one behind the otliei", 
each carrying two barrels of English 
liortlaud cement and pushed by one 
man. Very frequently, however, a load 
is carried on ono side of tho barrow on- 
ly, so tliat tho edge of tho 1,1., inch tiro 
cuts into the inacadain roadway like a 
knife. The bales sometimes project 
three feet on eaeli side, tho man push- 
ing tho barrow being almost invisiblo 
from the front. The niuuieipal roads 
aro chiefly of macadam, and the dam- 
age they sustain from thi.s trallic ia 
very p;.reat, f.t ha.s been found, tifter re- 
p.'irri .! experiments, ihat granite broken 
to pass through a three-quarter inch 
ring and rolled in tho usual manner is 
the only kind of macadam roadway 
tbat will stand this severe triillie. It ia 
extraordinary to see u Chinaman skill- 
fully balancing and propelling a heavy 
load ou one side of a barrow, and, con- 
sidering tliat there are about •1,000 of 
these veliicles traveling through tho 
streets of the settlements, in addition to 
;i large trafhc of other kinds, the upsets 
and accidents ure remarkably few. — 
Iron Age.

After landing Mr. Duchesnay and party 
of C.P.E. engineers at AVrangel,and fill- 
ing up with salmon at northern canner- 
ies, "the C.P.N, steamer Princess Louise 
has returned to port, having brought as 
passengers from the North : .1. A. Gill, 
Mr. and Mrs. Rood, Capt. Thomas Fos- 
ter, Mrs. Stepson, W. E. Lyall and A. 
Donaldson, A. J. Smith and E. G. Pell, 
who have been prospecting on Queen 
Charlotte islands.' The steamer's sal- 
mon cargo is divided as follows: 1G20 
cases from Inverness consigned to Turner 
Beeton it Co. ; 5,240 cases from Lowe In' 
let for R. P. Rithet it Co. ; and 113 cases 
consigned for Findlav, Durham & Bro- 
die. Very little news was brought by 
the Louise other than the satisfactory 
inforumlioii that Mr. Jennings and his 
party had reached Glenora and that they 
were pushing their way inland from 
there. Mr. Duchesnay and his partv 
immediately after debarking secured 
canoes and proceeded up the Stickeen. 

FISH l-'OK ,I.\1'.\N. 

In addition to the experimental ship- 
ment of horses to be loaded by tlie 
steamship Tacoma to-day, another "inter 
estiug shipment is to bo taken aboard at 
this port by that vessel. It consists of 
15 tons of salted fish, which the indus- 
trious Jap on the Fraser, following the 
example of a countryman living on Salt 
Spring Island, is sending to Japan to 
find a good market. This shipment was 
part of a cargo which the freighting 
steamer Oscar brought down from the 
river yesterday, the balance of her load 
being 4,0U0 cases of salmon for the Brit- 
ish ship Irby. 

MABISE NOTES.

GOLDFIELBS OP 13. C, LTD. 

The Biggest I,abor-Employing Concern of 
the North Kootenay Turning Out a 
Gigantic Sncce«s, 

In a slipshod sort of a way people 
speak of the " Horne-Payno outfit " and 
the "Grant-Govan syndicate." Both 
terms are incorrect. The company over 
which Mr. Robert .Montgomery Horne- 
Payne presides, as chairman of the 
l)oard of directors, is the "Lillooet, 
Fraser River & Cariboo Goldfields, Lim- 
ited," which owns extensive property in 
this district. Mr. Grant-Govan's com- 
pany is the "Goldfields of British Col- 
umbia, Limited," of which an offshoot 
is the " Waverley Mines, Limited." 
The Goldfields of British Columbia, 
Limited, is an exploitation, exploration 
and promotion company, which baa 
hitherto confined its operations with 
gratifying success to the lUecillewaet 
district. The local administration is in 
the hands of Mr. John Grant, who since 
1888 has associated his fortunes with 
tliis district, and is now earning the re- 
ward in the way of 'everything turning 
out better than he predicted when he in- 
vited his friends in the Mother Country 
to entrust their moneys to his expendi- 
ture. 

Mr. John Grant was in town this week 
and had with him a sample of ore equal 
to anything that was ever produced in 
the " Silver Slocan." The ore came 
from the Waverly mine, the first child 
of the parent company on the north fork 
of the lUecillewaet. It assay 721 ounces 
in silver, $5.33 in gold, 52 p.c. lead and 
5j.j p.c. m copper. 

Mr. Grant, who refused to be inter- 
viewed, was in extremely gcol spirits as 
to prospects generally, and said that re- 
sults would speak for themselves as soon 
as the new wagon road from the Waver- 
ley mine to Albert Canyon on the C. P. 
railroad is finished. 

Aa there are several other gentlemen 
here at the present time who have re- 
cently been in the North Fork district, 
it was possible, however, for the Herald 
to obtain for its readers some authentic 
information as to what is doing at the 
most important point to-day in the 
North Kootenay. 

The engineer for the Waverley com- 
pany is Mr. Perry Leake, who is no 
stranger in the district, as everybody 
knowa. With abundant capital and 
prudent administration behind him be 
has a uluince of making an enviable 
reputation in his profession, in develop 
ing one of the greatest mines of this 
continent. It is a chance that does 
not fall to the lot of every mining en 
gineer at Mr. Perrv Leake's time of 
life. 

The new wagon road from Albert Can 
yon is now completed for li miles, and 
iMessrs. Barry Rosa, the contractors, 
will complete it to the Waverley mine 
by the 15th October at the latest. They 
have about 170 men at work, while at 
the Waverley there are about 30 miners 
employed. On the Waverley develop 
ment work is going on and the showing 
is excellent. The main tunnel, or adit, 
is in about 240 feet on the ledge, and two 
others are in about 50 feet and 26 feet 
respectively. All are on oreof firstclass 
shipping (luality. 

At the Tangier mine a cross-cut tun 
net has disclosed what is probably the 
largest body of shipjiing ore yet found in 
British Columbia. There is at least 17 
feet of shipping ore, rich in grey copper, 
catena and eold, and averaging from 
:ii200 to $250 a ton in all values. It is 
small wonder tliat Mr. John C4rant is 
somewhat jubilant at the intelligence be 
has to transmit to bis friends on the 
other side. 

As soon as the road is completed ship- 
ping from Albert Canyon will commence. 
Arrancements have been made to put on 
from 30 to 40 teams during the sleighing 
season. 

Mr. E. Emert, engineer for the well- 
known firm of Messrs. Fraser A Chalm- 
ers of Chicago, was at Waverley this 
week, and speaks in the highest terms 
of what he saw. It was Mr. Emert who 
put up tlie tramway at the Lanark mine 
at Laurie. He says that there is not the 
slightest engineering difliciilty in build- 
ing a tramway to Albert Canyon at very 
moderate and reasonable cost, and that 
the magnitude of the ore bodies justifies 
the expenditure. 

While Mr. Emert was at the Waverley 
mine Mr. Otto Abeling was there also. 
Mr. Abeling ia one of the well-recognized 
experts of the world on the subject of 
econptnie concentration and the con- 
struction of coneentrators.

Sail was 
shortened and everything made as snug 
aa possible, but just as Capt. Nichols 
was coming up the companion way to 
take an observation, a big sea washed 
over the stern, sniasbeil the wheel, 
rolled the two steersmen into the scup- 
pers and hurled the skipper down the 
companion-way, inflicting in juries from 
which he died eight hours later. The 
chief officer, L. M. Sparks, was thrown 
against a boat and seriotislv hurt. 

The storm continued for' two days af- 
ter the captain died, but the second offi- 
cer, J. A. Nichols, a son of the skipper, 
rigged up a jury rudder and navigated 
the vessel for fifteen days, during which 
time Chief Officer Sparks was confineil 
to his berth. Capt. Nicola was buried 
at sea, his son reading the burial ser- 
vice as his remains were consigned to 
the deep. 

The Coburn arrived at Hongliong in 
time for Mrs. Nicols and her family to 
catch the City of Peking, homewanl 
bound.

Tiiak was sentenced to eighteen months' 
rigorous imprisonment on September 1-1 
for inciting natives to disaffection.
